force our natures tothe duties of godlines; 
yea,even {weat and take paines therein. 

Laſtly here we may learne the nature of (in. 
The ſpiritis nota ſubſtance but aquality : and 
therfore the fleſh which is nothing els bur ori- 
ginall{tnne,and is contrary tothe {pirit , mult 
alſo be aquality: for ſuch asthe nature of one 
contrary 15,fuch is the other. There 15 1n every 
manthe ſubſtance ofbody and ſoule, this can- 
not be {1n,for thea the ſpiritalſoſhould be the 
ſubſtanceofman. There's alſo in the ſubſtance 
the tacultics of body 8 ſoule : & they cannot 
beſmne, for then cuery man ſhould haue loſt 
the faculties of his ſoule by Adams fall . Laſtly 
inthe faculties there isa contagion or co 
tion which caricth them againſtthelaw : and 
tharis properly finneand thefleſh , which is 
contrary to the ſpirit. 

Thetfourth pointis touching the perſons in 
whomthis combat is. Paul ſhevyes who they

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are,vhehe faith, So that ye can not gewhere 
itappearesthart ſuch as hauc this cobatin them 

be asthe Galatians, men iuſtified & ſan- 
ified: And yet notall ſuch, bur only they that 
be of yeres: tor the infants of the fairhtull, how 
ſocuer we muſt repute them to belong to the 
kingdom of heauen, & therfore to be wultified 
& lanCtified: yer becauſe they donor commur 
attuall ſn,hey want this cobar of the fleſh and 
ſpiric,vhich ſtads inaftio.As for thoſe which 
be unregenerate,they neuer felr this fight. It a- 
ny ſay that the worſt man in the world,when 
he is about to comit any ſinne, hatha ſtrife 8 
hght in him. Itistruc indeed : but that is ano» 
ther kind of cobat, which is berween the con 
{cienceand the heart. The colcience onthe one 
partterritying the man fro ſinne: the will and 
the afteRions haling & pulling himcherunto: 
the will & the aftetions wiſhing 8c deſiring 
that ſin were no (in,8& Gods commandement 
aboliſhed:wheras contrariwiſe the conſcience 
withaſhril voiceprochaimes ſinto be {in.This 


| fight wasinPilat,who by the force of hiscon- 


ſaence feared to condernne Chriſt:8 yet was 
willing,and yeelded tocondemne him that he 
mighr pleaſe the people.

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Furthermore,this cobar isinthe regenerate 
bur during the time of this life. for they which 
are perfidy anQified feeleno ſtrifte. Tt any ſhal

Father, if it be thy willlet this cup paſſe from 
me, yet not my willbut thine be y lng Err 
hercisacbat, bur ofanother ſort:namely the 
fight oftwo divers deſires : the one was ade- 
fire todo his fathers will in ſuffering the death 
of the croſle: the other anatual defireſwhich 
wasno fione but ameere infirmity ofhumane 
nature) wherby he in his manhood deltres (as 
the maner ofnature isroſcek the preſeruation 
of ir fclfe) tro have the curſed death of the 
crolle remooucd from him.

Chriſt) hauc no ſoundnes of grace in 
Secondly, the man r cannot{mnin 
what manner he would : And there betwo 
reaſons therof.

-Forthe latter 
fins with all his Aearr & with fill conſent,& {o 
doth flot the firlt; Seebdly, t though hefallinto 
anyſin,yet he doth note! log in iebur ſpeedily 
tecouers himſelf by reaſon ofgracein his harr, 
Hence itis id - tharſannes of infirmitie 
atfcomined only offuch as are regenerate A8 
forthe manuntegenerache cannovinf in- 
whatſocuer ſome fallly think For he 
isnotweak burftark deadin finme.
